What is claimed is: 

1 . A Ghrelin antagonist peptide pfthe formula 



Gly-Ser-Ser(Octanoyl)-Phe^A 
where A is -OH, NH 2 , Leu-Ser-Pro^Glu-B, or -Ala-Lys-Leu-Gln-Pro-Arg-B, 

where B is -OH or NH 2 , wherein said peptide antagonizes the effect of ghrelins 
when administered to a mammal.

18. The method of c^aim^d^mereinjjie^eptide is administered to a 
mammal that is acromegalic. 
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
